d ra w

su c h a w age a g r e e m e n t which would 
he approved by all op e ra to rs in this 
field. 
In tho an th r a c it e field w o rk is to 
he suspe nded, a c co rd in g to President 
J o h n L. Lewis, ohly pendin g the wage 
negoti ati ons in New York. 
The new 
plan, said Nolan, only needed the ap 
proval of Pre sid ent Lewis. 
Nolan clai ms that only tho o pe ra­ 
to rs in the so u th e rn Ohio and w est­ 
ern P e n n sy l v a n ia fields have actually 
ref used to m eet th e miners . 
Although Nolan is 
optimistic 
r e ­ 
g a rd i n g the plan, othe rs in ( lose touch 
with the situation, would not enter 
th e in form al p re lim in a ry conference.

T h e N a t i o n a l Bureau of Economic Research is now engaged 
in a nation-wide investigation of unemployment in the United 
States, as affected Jjy the business cycle. 
This inquiry is defined 
as an erfdea\Ar"fo pe^iiu^dfcoWbrnic w aste, to increase production 
and to form ulate a comprehensive policy and program for the bat­ 
ter control of the factors in business and industry hitherto left 
largely to chance. 
A companion inquiry on seasonal employment 
will follow, which it is ^expected will disclose definitely the causes, 
trends and distribution of unemplyoment. 
The Bureau's director of research, W esley Clair M itchell, is 
conducting the inquiry under the auspices of the standing com ­ 
m ittee which was left in being by the President’s Conference on 
Unemployment. 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover is chairm an of 
this committee. 
The committee hopes, on the basis of the inform ation ob­ 
tained, to be able to recommend a concrete policy and program of 
control to displac e tem porary palliatives and emergency m easures 
in dealing with the unemployment problem in this country.
